The Federal gov- 
ernment is to draw no interest on any of 
the money it invests in these farm land 
banks. Farmers’ banks are made deposi- 
tories of public money and financial agents 
of the government. This is paternalism of 
the most advanced nature. 

These are the radical parts of the law, 
the provisions of which are very numerous. 
One of them is that “Mortgages shall run at 
least five years and not more than thirty- 
six years.” Another is: “The rate of in- 
terest for such loans shall not exceed the 
legal rate for loans by national banks.” It 
appears to us that these provisions and 
other similar ones must make inoperative 
the whole scheme. Many farmers desire 
loans for less than five years, and what 
American in any line of business will mort- 
gage his property for thirty-six years? 
Then if the rate of interest is to be the 
same as that charged by the national banks, 
why on earth these new banks for the spe- 
cial benefit of the farmer?

for education, distribution, housing, protect- | 


ing and naturalizing immigrants—or “new 
Americans,” as he preferred to call them— 
and their children Massachusetts has made 
the biggest contribution to the subject of 
any State in the Union except California. 
Mr. Davis said: “The extent of the prob- 
lem in Massachusetts and Boston is not 
generally realized. The new State census 
shows a population for Massachusetts of, 
roughly, 3,700,000, of which one-third are 
from other countries and another third are 
children of parents from .other countries; 
therefore, in Massachusetts the problem of 
Americanization is a problem embracing 
two-thirds of the population of the State. 
If it is two-thirds in Massachusetts, it Is 
more than that proportion in Boston—more 
than a half, undoubtedly.” 

In Boston, as in many other eastern cities, 
efforts at Americanization have been lim- 
ited to requiring ability to read an extract 
from the Constitution and listening once a 
year to the reading of the Declaration of 
Independence. During the past year things 
have been happening which have made 
many think that this Is not enough prepar- 
edness in Americanization. Said Mr. Davis: 
“When we have seen the things which have 
been done in this country by citizens of 
countries from which came those whom we 
thought the best of our immigrants, we 
begin to wonder if the hyphen stretches 
from coast to coast. Our previous efforts 
at Americanization have evidently been in- 
sufficient to establish unwavering allegiance 
to this country in all who have come here.” 

It may be that the more recent immi- 
grants are more favorably inclined to this 
government, primarily because they have 
no other country to belong to. Russia has 
appeared to care little whether Poles, Finns 
or Jews renounced allegiance to her or not,

Blackall] is the architect for the new 
State hospital near Boston, which it 
is sald will be the largest and best 
equipped in the country when com- 
pleted. It is in the line of the equip- 
ment of this new hospital that Dr. 
O’Meara and Mr. Blackall are touring 
the country. 


“I don't the people of Call- 
fornia half a late the splendid in- 
stitution they have at Agnews,” said 
Mr. Blackall yesterday. “It is a well- 
built, well-conducted hospital and is 
an eye-opener when it comes to the 
methods employed in the handling of 
the unfortunates.” 

Mr. Blackall said yesterday that his 
State had the largest percentage of in. 
sane people of all the States. He said 
that there was one insane person to 
every 208 inhabitants in Massachu- 
setts, and that nine-tenths ‘of them 
were of foreign birth. A person is 
insane, he says, when he cannot ad- 
Just himeelf to his surroundings.

pital at Patton and the new psycho- 
pathic hospital in Los Angeles. He 
has been connected with the Massa- 
chusetts Insanity Commission for the 
past ten years and is considered an 
authority.

Waterloo to Saloniki. 


REAT BRITAIN is financing the 
war, not only for her own army 

but for those of all her allies. It is 
costing her millions a day to support 
her own soldiers, and more millions 
to feed those of her allied belligerents. 
Some economists claim that it is cost- 
ing the empire $25,000,000 a day. The 
people of the United States made an 
immense loan to Great Britain, with 


France as an indorser of her obliga- 


tions, and it is not unlikely that our 
people will be asked for further ad- 
vances should the war continue to the 
end of the current year. A good many 
of us have had some misgivings as to 
the ability of Great Britain to meet 
these obligations. Can she do it? 
When Waterloo was fought a hun- 
dred years ago, ending the long series 
of Napoleonic wars, the national debt 
of the kingdom was £885,000,000. At 
that time the population was 20,000,- 
000 and the national income estimated 
of £300,000,000. The taxes imposed 
on the population at that time were 
£62,000,000 per annum. This was 
more than one-fifth of the national in- 
come at the time. . 


When the present war broke out the 
population of the kingdom was about 
47 000,000. The national income had 
risen to £2,400,000,000. In the inter- 
vening hundred years Great Britain 
had fought the Crimean War and the 
Boer War and had struggled 8 
a good many minor conflicts. Vet s 
had actually reduced her debt so that 
when the great war now going on 
broke out the national debt was about 
£706,000,000, a reduction of £179,- 
000,000 in the century. 


In the meantime England has ex- 
tended her colonies tremendously, and 
the population and wealth in these 
colonies have increased. The flag of 
the empire on which the sun never 
sets covers one-fourth of the inhabit- 
ants of the world. It is easy to see 
that the ability of the empire to meet 
the enormous present obligations is 
much greater than it was to meet the 
lesser ones a hundred years ago. 

By April Fool’s Day, 1916, the esti- 
mate of the English debt is put at 
£2,200,000,000. The interest required 
to meet these obligations, with other 
expenses, will amount to £240,000,000 
per annum. This will be at the rate 
of £47 per capita, compared with 
£447 when the battle of Waterloo 
had been fought and won. But at that 
time the accumulated wealth of Great 
Britain was estimated to be 2.500, 
000,000 compared with the estimate of 
today, £17,000,000,000. The income

debt when April Fool's Day comes 
will be a good bit inside of one year’s 
income, compared with 1815, w it 
equaled three years’ income. The 
taxes on the English people will be 
tremendous, but are estimated to be 
less than 10 cent. of the income of 
the people of Great Britain, compared 
os something over 20 per cent. in 

So we see that at the worst the 
situation is not so bad as it might 
seem. The same is probably in the 
main true of most of the other allied 
belligerents. Indeed, it ought to be a 
little better, for Great Britain is bear- 
ing the burden of the war for all of 
them. 

The figures given above are mostly 
from the New York publication, Com- 
merce and Finance. Another financial 
paper gives the following comparison 
of the Bank of England condition on 
December 1, 1915, and for four pre- 
ceding years. During 1911, 1912 and 
1913 there was not much change in the 
figures, so if we compare 1913 with 
1915 we shall get a sufficiently accu- 
rate view of the facts. The first series 
of figures will be for 1913 and the sec- 
ond for 1915, on even date the two 

ears. At the earlier period the circu- 
lation in pounds was 28,789,800: in 
the latter, 34,275,000; public deposits 
7,759,770, compared with 50,360,000; 
other deposits compared 39,891,183 
and 93,525,000; government securities 
ran 11,184,993 and 29,840,000; other 
securities 27,944,863 and 96,481,000; 
reserve notes and coin 26,284,387 and 
35,413,000; coin and bullion, 36,624,187 
and 51,238,669. This is surely a won- 
derful showing, but the proportion of 
reserve to liabilities has shrunk about 
one-half, being 55.17 per cent. in 1913 
and 24.61 per cent. in 1915. The bank 
rate of discount is the same, 5 per cent., 
as it had been since December 6, 1911, 
when it was 4 per cent. 

These figures upset all speculation 
on the part of financiers, statisticians 
and statesmen prior to the war. That 
Great Britain can go on borrowing all 
the money she can get and financing 
her struggle for years to come seems 
now evident to all close students of the 
subject.

MODIFY OBESITY. 
Home Treatment. 

[Dr. R. Kendrick Smith, in New York 
Evening Telegram:] Home treatment for 
obesity, after having a thorough osteopathic 
examination and adjustment, includes the 
adjustment of the habits of one’s life to the 
circumstances of the individual case. This 
means a regulation of the proper amount of 
exercise or work for the particular body in 
question and the consumption of the cor- 
rect quantity of fuel and water for this 
particular machine. There is a vital rela- 
tion also which must always be maintained 
between food, exercise and rest. Quantity 
and quality of food must both be consid- 
ered. 


A Restricted Diet. 


Although there is a certain element of 
danger in a person prescribing a restricted 
diet or fast without professional guidance, 
it is a patent fact that in the vast majority 
of cases we eat too much food, particularly 
those of us who are too heavy. Conse- 
quently, we may say in general that most 
obese people eat too much food, and food 
which tends to fat rather than to energy. 
Therefore, first cut down the quantity of 
food and the frequency of meals. Then re 
duce the percentage of fat-making foods by 
cutting out sweets, bread, potatoes and milk. 
Add to this the rule of eating absolutely 
dry meals. Go to bed late, get up early. 
Violent exercise or hard work must be taken 
daily to the point of excessive perspiration. 
Take daily hot baths. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
{Baltimore American:] To prevent stop- 
pers from sticking in necks of bottles, rub 
a little of] on them.

seams, being careful not to let the iron 
crease the other parts of the sleeve. 

An ounce of alum, put in a pint of boiling 
water and allowed to cool and bottled for 
use at any time, will remove all stains and 
tarnish from brass and will not injure the 
skin on the hands or the metal itself. It 
only requires to be rubbed on the surface 
and wiped off. 

Tomato sandwiches are made with slices 
of tomato between buttered bread; spread 
mayonnaise over the tomato, and be sure 
the sandwiches are not made until just be 
fore serving or the bread will become soggy. 

If you desire to remove the skin of pep- 
pers drop them into boiling water and sim- 
mer for five minutes, or scouring them 
slightly and placing on the broiler over bot 
coals a few minutes will loosen the skin. 


CARE OF BABY. 
Up to Six Months. 


{Nan Dineen in Ladies’ World:] When 
@ normal baby is three to four months old, 
he begins to notice things. He smiles, plays 
with his fingers and recognizes his mother, 
nurse and other members. of the family. 
He holds things in his hands and reaches 
for objects that attract his attention. He 
can sit up in his buggy or chair with a pil- 
low at his back for six months. At eight 
months most babies learn to sit alone and 
try to creep. 

During the first six months the baby 
should be weighed every week, as a good 
guide to its physical condition. 

A nursing baby should gain four to six 
ounces a week. A bottle baby, after the 
first two months, when its stomach has be- 
come accustomed to cow's milk, should gain 
just as regularly. 

The two central lower teeth generally 
appear about the fifth month, though they 
may come later. Teething time varies in 
different families, and will be affected by 
the child’s health. 

The average healthy baby has no trouble 
with the first two teeth. He may be cross 
and irritable, and restiess at night. He 
may not want to take all of his food. These 
symptoms last three or four days but there 
may be no gain in weight for a week or two. 


The Daily Bath. 


At the daily bath make a practice of 
thoroughly examining the little body from 
two points of view, first from a distance, in 
order to size it up as a whole, and, second, 
minutely, in order to observe each detail. 
Watch the baby’s back. Never encourage 
a young baby to sit up. Wait for nature's 
insistent demand. The baby’s spine is not 
only a very vital portion of its anatomy, but 
is a most delicate one and may be very 
easily injured by premature sitting up. 
Wheeling the baby while it is sitting up is 
a criminal procedure. Have a competent 
osteopath examine the baby’s spine minute- 
ly every few months as an ounce of preven- 
tion at this early point in growth is worth 
many, many pounds of cure later. When- 
ever you find the baby sleeping on its back 
turn it over so that it will lie sprawling on 
its face. This is also the best position when 
it is awake as it causes exercise of spinal 
muscles. 


ABOUT FINGERNAILS. 
Long and Narrow. 


{Cleveland Plain-Dealer:] Those who 
have very long nails have not the same 
stamina and strength as have those pos- 
sessed of short, broad nails. Persons with 
long nails are inclined to havé weak chests 
and lungs, and must be exceedingly careful 
that they do not contract any lung affection. 
If the nails are fluted and ribbed, these 
characteristics are even more marked. 

Long nails, as a rule, denote poor circu- 

lation. Plenty of outdoor exercise is what 
such persons need. 
Long-nailed persons are, as a rule, calmer 
and more peaceable than short-nailed indi- 
viduals. They have a calmer temper and 
are more gentle. They are ts; they 
might play and paint well, probably 
have talent for the stage. Such persons 
are rather inclined to be visionary and ideal- 
istic, and must sometimes come down to 
earth again with a bump. 


Nerves and Thin, Flecked Nals. 


If the nails are flecked throughout with 
white spots, it denotes that the patient's 
nervous system needs a thorough overhaul- 
ing. Thin nails, as a rule, denote poor 
health and lack of energy. 

If the nails are bitten, this, of course, 
denotes a nervous, worrying disposition. A 
woman with short nails and marked knots 
on the fingers will usually be a scold and a 
“nageger.” 

The perfect nail ought to be white and 
naturally polished; transparent without be- 
ing too thin; slightly pink, and not brittle; 
length to the ends of the fingers. Such are 
the nails of those possessing refinement, 
correct natural taste and tact.

Kuss IN THE KITCHEN. 
Start Fire Without Kindling. 


[Woman's Home Companion:] A contrib- 
utor tells, as follows, a new way to start the 
kitchen fire: 

Attach a rubber tube from the gas jet loug 
enough to reach to the front of the range. 
Put a metal tip on the free end of the tube, 
light it and hold it under the grate already 
filled with coal. A steady flow of gas for a 
few minutes will start a good coal fire with- 
out using any kindling wood. 


The Sink Drain Pipe. 


If the kitchen sink drain pipe has become 
clogged by grease, try putting a handful of 
table salt over it and let it gradually dis- 
solve. This is one of the best ways to cut 
the grease and oftentimes will save the price 
of a plumber’s bill. 


Prevent Beets from Bleeding. 


No doubt every housewife knows she 
should not break the skin of the beet roots 
before boiling, or they will be almost white 
instead of a nice deep red. Perhaps all do 
not know that if the raw beet root should be 
bruised or broken a touch with a red hot 
poker will form a new skin. 


Rack for Small Kitchen Utensils. 


[Farm and Fireside: ] Take a strip of 
leather an inch wide and as long as you 
wish. Tack it up near your cooking-table, 
and put the tacks in at regular intervals 
down its length. Hold it full enough so a 
spoon or knife will slip easily into the open- 
ings. 

This little kitchen help will save a lot of 
worry. Just a glance, and you will know 
where each spoon or knife is, without look- 
ing in the knife drawer. 


A False Kettie Bottom. 


Take a pail cover or a shallow tin of a 
suitable size to fit your kettle. With a nail 
and a hammer punch holes in it so the 


water can have free play through it. Placed

HE San Fernando Valley, lying right at

The two 
contracts amount to $266,480, and are only 
10 per cent. of the bond issue voted by the 
property owners of the valley two years ago. 
It is easy to see what ten times the amount 
will do in that wonderful valley.

Real Life by the Great Western Sea. 


Better Than Col. Weinstock’s Method. 


HERE is a great deal of nonsense, abso- 

lute flubdub, being talked by semi-So- 
clalists with half-baked ideas about helping 
the farmers by government intervention. 
These notions are the emanations from con- 
fused brains of people of European origin 
directly or indirectly. However necessary 
these schemes may be in Europe, they are 
more than unnecessary, they are impracti- 
cal, in America, and never will and never 
can be made to work. , 


The raisin growers of California have 
shown how to handle their crops in a much 
more practical and efficient way than any 
government bureau poss'ble to organize 
could ever do. It is all the difference be- 
tween managing an industry by the owners, 
practical men of experience, and handling it 
by hirelings under government pay, commis- 
sions appointed as a re\ arl for political ac- 
tivity, generally of a vic.ous nature, and 
men who are without experience or any 
practical knowledge of the affairs they are 
set to handle. 
California was 45,000 tons. On account of 
the products being more than the market 
would take, the prices “re very Jepressed. 
The growers were compelled to c»nsign their 
fruit to eastern comm'ssion houses, with the 
usual result that many of them realized ab- 
solutely nothing. Naturally this produced a 
great slump in the value of raisin-producing 
real estate, and this affected all the real es- 
tate in the State. So the growers formed an 
organization which has been a wonderful 
success. The consumption of raisins has 
greatly increased. In 1903 it was 60,000 tons, 
or one-third more than in the disastrous year 
mentioned above. Four years later, in 1907, 
the crop reached 75,000 tons, an increase 
over 1903 of 25 per cent. It was evidently an 
over-production, and the succeeding crops 
were lighter, varying from 62,500 tons to 
70,000 tons, although the prices were too low 
to allow the farmers a su‘icient profit, yet 


they we- --arketed so as to eke out a living. 


In 1912 there was a record crop of raisins 
in the State, amounting to nearly 100,000 
tons. That year the market started to de- 
Cline from an already low basis. Then came 
the California Associated Raisin Company, 
an outgrowth of the bad conditions existing. 
The first thing this -~mpany did was to ab- 
sorb all the surplus stock of raisins that 
were drifting around the market seeking a 
purchaser at almost any price. Now the 
company had the raisins on hand, and the 
problem was to find a market for such an

The company applied modern methods to 
their work, and were so successful that the 
raisin crop of 1914, amounting to approxt- 
mately 95,000 tons, coming on the market 
yet recovered from the effects of the 
t crop ot 1912, yet when the 1915 crop 
ready to be marketed the 1914 crop was 
of the way.

California Still Leads. 


HE United States Geological Survey 

publishes an itemized account of petro- 
leum production in the cifferent States for 
1914, with an estimate of that for 1915. In 
1914, it is a well-known fact, California led 
all the States by a great margin. Out of a 
total production of 265,762,535 barrels, Call- 
fornia was credited with 99,775,327; the only 
near approach to this was Oklahoma, with 
73,631,724 barrels. Then the record drops 
down to Mlinois, with less than 22,000,000 
barrels, and Texas with a little over 20,000,- 
000, followed by Louisiana with over 14,000,- 
900, and no other State had 10,000,000 bar- 
rels. 

For 1915 the production of. California is 
estimated at 89,000,000 barrels, a falling off 
of more than 10,000,000 barrels, but still the 
State leads all her sisters in respect to petro- 
leum production. Oklahoma continues to 
hold second place, with 80,000,000 barrels. 
Texas jumps to third, with 26,000,000, and 
Tilinois and Louisiana fall back to 18,500,000 
each. Again no other State produces as 
much as 10,000,000 barrels. The total for 
1915 exceeds that of 1914, being 267,400,000 
barrels. The deficit is made up by the in- 
creased production in Oklahoma and Texas. 


Let Her Rise from Her Ashes. 

ATALINA ISLAND. in the opinion of 

many expert persons, possesses features 
that may be converted into the most attrac- 
tive seaside resort on the face of the earth. 
Avalon is perhaps the most fascinating part 
of the magic island. This city was destroyed 
by fire a few weeks ago, but is to arise again, 
and of course, like everything on the Pacific 
Coast, in a much more attractive form than 
under the old conditions. The Santa Cata- 
lina Island Company is mostly the Banning 
family, and Capt. William Banning is the 
head of it. Capt. Banning states that work 
will begin at once in clearing away the 
wreckage, and that this will be followed by 
putting the streets into good shape, rebuild- 
ing the bath-houses, and then creating a tem- 
porary tent city with a first-class cafe at- 
tachment. This will be all accomplished by 
the opening of the summer season in May. 
It is manifestly impossible to rebuild the 
Metropole or any of the other hotels in the 
short time remaining. The company will 
spend at once $250,000 in putting the resort 
into good condition to care for the traffic of 
the coming season. In time the hotels will 
rise, and other features be added. 


The Right Place for it. 

HERE is earnest talk at Washington of 

establishing a naval base somewhere on 
the Pacific Coast. The Los Angeles Harbor 
Commission have taken up a campaign to se- 
cure it for this point. They are petitioning 
California Senators and Representatives to 
aid them, and have passed resolutions as 
follows: 

“Inasmuch as the harbur of Los Angeles 
possesses in an eminent tree the requi- 
sites for a first-class naval base, and, 

“Inasmuch as the need for a naval base 
on the coast of Southern California has be- 
come a national necessity; therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners of the city of Los Angeles, that 
this board lend all the aid in its power to 
the establishment of a naval base at the 
harbor of Los Angeles; that the representa- 
tives of California in the Senate and the 
House of Representatives be sent copies of 
this resolution, and that civic bodies of the 
city of Los Angeles be requested to co-oper- 
ate in efforts to secure, now, a naval base at 
the port of Los Angeles.” 


Reaching out Long Arm. 

HE Hawaiian Islands, lying pretty well 

in mid-Pacific, being about 2000 miles 
from San Francisco and a little less from 
Los Angeles, belong to the United States. 
The import trade of the islands amounts to 
about $25,000,000 a year. A good deal of it 
is carried on between the Pacific Coast ports, 
and Los Angeles is entitled to her share of 
it. The jobbers of this city, through that mag- 
nificent organization, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, are reaching out long, strong arms 
to secure their birthricht in this trade with 
the islands. It is surely worth going after, 
and just as surely t Los Angeles mer- 
chants will get it. '

OR the year 1915 Alaska mining indus 
tries, taken as a whole, make a new rec- 
ord. The total value of mineral output in 
the Territory is estimated at $32,000,000. The 
exact figures for 1914 were $19,064,963. In 
1906 the mineral production of the Territory 
amounted to $23,378,428, so it seems that 
1915 was nearly $10,000,000 ahead of that 
former best record. This was largely from 
the increased production of copper, estt- 
mated at 83,850,000 poun 8, valued at $14. 
400,000. The gold output was also larger in 
1915 than in 1914, being estimated at $16, 
900,000, against $15,626,813. This year beats 
any year since 1912, when the output of gold 
was $17,145,951. It ts estimated that in 1915 
the silver mined in Alaska was worth $400, 
000, compared with $218,327 in 1914.

Plans are prepared, and work 
will begin as soon as possible on buildings 
to cost $450,000.

It then becomes more imperative 
to avoid the effects of excessive summer 
heat and to elude the irregular chillings of 
the erratic winters of our middie zone. 

“Climatic conditions, judiciously chosen, 
exert more potent influences on the totality 
of achievement than is commonly recog- 
nized. It is true, the Anglo-Saxon, the Teu- 
ton, the descendants of peoples from the 
northern zones of Europe, thrive best, at all 
times and under all conditions of health, 
in a climate as like as possible as that of 
their earlier evolution—cool, cloudy, windy, 
invigorating. When fatigue states obtrude, 
when normal vigor subsides, especially 
when previous overstrains, illness or other 
depreciating influences make themselves 
definitely felt, then I say, it is well to se- 
lect a southern, subtropical place for a win- 
ter vacation.”

The New York Medical Journal, com- 
menting editorially upon the action of per- 
sons who spend time, energy and money 
in trying to prevent war, suggests very 
properly that if the energy and money of 
such persons were turned into proper chan- 
nels these persons might produce results 
far more beneficial to the world at large. 

According to this publication, “War is, 
and will be as long as society behaves it- 
self in certain ways, just like an attack 
of gout which comes and recurs as long 
as its possessor behaves in a certain II- 
balanced fashion from day to day. The 
patient does not desire his attack of gout. 
He is fully conscious, as was old Ben Frank- 
lin, of its cause, but the efforts of no anti- 
gout societies can cure him, and often not 
even experience itself has any effect upon 
his conduct. The nations at war are per- 
fectiy aware of its horrors and its expense. 
Tt is safe to say that no man of any na- 
tion embroiled wished for war, but in the 
nature of European international conditions 
it came, and will be cured only after run- 
ning its course. 

“The fact is that this war, with the im- 
petus it has given to temperance and the 
obliteration of infectious disease, and by 


the example of the possibilities of health 


conditions which it has given to the world, 
at war and at peace, has done more to 
bring about future health and happiness 
than all the peace advocates who ever ex- 
fisted. If the latter could only be per- 
suaded to lend their time, money and talents 
from now on to bringing about conditions 


Which will make for a healthier humanity, 


their efforts would be truly effective and 
worth while, even if not so spectacular.”

Prevalenee of Thyroid Disease.

A diseased condition of the thyroid gland. 
which shows itself in certain types of 
goitre or in mental defectiveness of chil- 
dren, seems to be increasing in the United 
States at the present time. Yet, by com- 
parison with certain foreign countries, 
Americans as a race may be considered al- 
most immune to this type of disease. There 
are certain foreign countries, such as 


Switzerland, and certain parts of Italy, 
where goltre seems to attack whole com-

nunities; and there are districts in India 
where this disease is as prevalent as all 
other diseased conditions combined. 

A recent report by one of the physicians 
in the British Indian Medical Service shows 
that in some of the villages in the Him- 
alayas goitre is so common that “it is dif- 
ficult to find a man, woman or child not 
suffering from the deformity.” He esti- 
mates that not less than 20 per cent. of the 
total population of one district suffer from 
goitre; and among a population of 70,000 
in another district he finds over 20,000 per- 
sons afflicted with one form or another of 
thyroid disease. 

In this country most of the sufferers 
from goitre are women, and even in the Ru- 
ropean countries, women are usually the 
greatest sufferers from this disease. Yet in 
Switzerland, it is reported that more than 
2000 young men are exempted from mil. 
tary service annually on account of goitre. 
Even in Italy, about 3 per cent. of the con- 
scripts are rejected on account of this 
d 


The cause of this condition has been the 
subject of research for many years, but 
as yet the reason for defective thyroids has 
not been determined. 


Headaches and Nasal Diseases. 


Everyone knows that eye strain, and dis- 
eases of the eye, are frequent causes of 
headaches, and that stomach and intestinal 
disturbances frequently produce aching 
heads. It is not so generally known, how- 
ever, that a high percentage of headaches 
are due to diseased conditions in the nasal 
passages. Even in cases where nasal dis- 
ease is not entirely responsible for the head- 
ache, such diseases often aggravate the 
condition, and must be given consideration 
in the treatment. Moreover, headache may 
be the result of any diseased condition in 
the nasal cavity, from a simple catarrh to 
physical injury or deformity. 

Dr. Wolff Freudenthal places nasal head- 
aches in one of two groups: (1.) Such as 
are due entirely to nasal or nasopharyngeal 
disease; (2.) those produced by several fac- 
tors, one of which is situated in the nose 
or throat. “As a general rule,” says Dr. 
Freudenthal, “it may be said that when 
headache is present on awakening, this 
speaks in favor of its nasal origin. When 
it occurs later in the day after using the 
eyes a great deal, it is attributable very 
probably to some ocular affection.” 

It is possible to test the origin of a nasal 
headache with a fair degree of accuracy by 
using some local anesthetic on the nasal 
membranes. This will lessen the pain in 
the head very materially if the nose is at 
fault, but will have little or no effect if the 
seat of the trouble is the eyes, or the ail- 
mentary canal. 


Candy Medication. 

One of the interesting developments of 
modern therapeutics is the attempt to make 
all medicines palatable. Up to fifty years 
ago little attempt was made to mitigate the 
disagreeable taste of the huge doses in 
vogue at that time: and even the introduc- 
tion of “wafers” and “cachets,” did not help 
matters much, since children could not 
swallow these huge portions even if they 
could be induced to try. 

The introduction of gelatin capsules, tab- 
lets and soluble pills, improved the situa- 
tion considerably as far as adults are con- 
cerned; but did not solve the problem for 
small children. But the advances in chem- 
istry have made it possible to disguise the 
taste even of very bitter substances. In 
some instances this is done by changing the 
taste of the medicine without disturbing its 
therapeutic action, but the usual way is to 
disguise the taste with some dominating 
flavor, or form of sweetening. 

A professor in the department of phar- 
macology, University of Tilinois, has recent- 
ly prepared formulas for a long list of 
“candy” medicines, covering almost every 
department of therapeutics. The essential 
features of each of these preparations is: 
“(1.) Tt must be a perfectly delicious sweet, 
attractive in form, color and odor, and free 
from the suspicion of disagreeable or medi- 
cinal taste or odor; (2.) It must disin- 
tegrate rapidly in the mouth, for a sick «hild 
will usually not suck candy as a healthy 
youngster would; (3.) It must be possible 


for the average pharmacist to prepare the 
medicament usly.” 

“For those who have never used candy 
medication,” says the writer, “there is a 
revelation in store in the positive enjoy- 
ment and eagerness with which children 
take these sweet tablets. Their only seri- 
ous drawback actually lies in their pleasant- 
ness, which leads to the possibility of a 
child poisoning itself by surreptitiously eat- 
ing too many of them at one time.” 


Diabetes and Expectoration. 


A woman physician of San Antonio, Tex. 
cogitating the fact that man is an expec- 
torating animal peculiarly subject to dia- 
betes, while woman is largely exempt from 
this habit and bad disease, raises the ques- 
tion as to whether diabetes in men may 
nat be the result of the excessive loss of 
the salivary secretions. 

“It seems to be the main amibition of 
the male person,” says the doctor, “con- 
stantly to stimulate these salivary glands, 
and to squirt away the saliva. I timed a 
man who was revelling in this form of de- 
filement, using tobacco to stimulate the 
glands, and he discharged seventeen times 
in five minutes. It is very conservative to 
estimate the amount of saliva discharged 
each time at one dram, and on this basis, 
and at this rate, in a day of twelve hours, 
the man would discharge a little over nine- 
teen pints. I suppose that not many men 
bleed themselves at quite that rate, but 
certain it is that much saliva which is al- 
ways intended for internal use, and con- 
taining important chemical constituents, is 
drawn off and wasted. 

“So I would suggest that the relation of 
this terrific waste or saliva to diabetes be 
investigated. Women do not waste the fluid 
so constantly, and they are not so fre 
quently diabetic.”

Feeding the Mind. 


For generations many people have be- 
lieved, or half believed, that certain arti- 
cles of diet acted as “brain foods.” Prob- 
ably this power of increasing mentality has 
been attributed to various articles during 
the centuries; but all these seem to have 
been definitely rejected with the single ex- 
ception of fish. There is is still a lingering 
belief that a person's mental power is im- 
creased in some mysterious manner by 
eating fish, although there are few intelll- 
gent persons who seriously believe this at 
present. 

The scientific investigation of food val- 
ues is largely responsible for the uprooting 
of many of the older conceptions about the 
effects of articles of nutrition. But, curt- 
ously enough, these investigations that 
have cast so many of the older beliefs into 
the discard have developed the fact that 
it is possible to increase mental power by 
the yse of certain kinds of “brain foods.” 

The brain food in question, however, is 
not fish, but a certain structure in the 
brain itself. Moreover, it is not possible to 
increase the mental capacity of a normal 
person, even by persistent feeding with 
this particular part of the brain. But fit has 
been demonstrated recently that certain 
persons whose mental endowment is be- 
low normal may have that capacity con- 
siderably increased by persistent feeding 
with a minute structure taken from the 
brains of lower animals which is known as 
the pineal gland. 

This discovery was not made by hap- 
hazard experiments in food values, but 
through the demonstration that certain 
structures in the brain, hitherto supposed 
to be useless, were really highly important 
in the organ’s development. Thus the 
pineal gland, which is a little organ weigh- 
ing only a few grains and buried deep in 
the brain substance, is known to secrete 
material which is highly important to the 
development and maintenance of mental 
power. When for any reason an insufficient 
quality of this material is secreted, there 
is nondevelopment, or flagging of mental- 
ity. “Backward” children and certain per- 


«sons in the decline of life, give evidences of 


the inactivity of this little gland. 

The discovery of the cause of this condi- 
tion suggests the remedy. If backward- 
ness in children, or senflity in the adult. is 
due to a lack of something in the system, 
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the indication is obviously to supply this 
lacking element artificially, just as certain 
elements of food are indicated when the ra- 
tion is not well-balanced. It is not possible 
to do this in every case of food deficiency, 
of course; but in the case of pineal gland 
secretion deficiency good results are 6b. 
tained by administering the dried substance 
of the gland itself. 

This new substance is now marketed 
by the manufacturers of pharmaceutical 
preparations in the form of tablets, and is 
being used extensively in the treatment of 
backward children, and to whip up flacging 
mentality in older persons. In many cases 
it produces markedly beneficial effects, and 
its action is entirely harmless in all classes 
of cases.

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OUR REAL WINTER GARDEN IN THE FOOTHILLS. 


The last days of the old year gave us a homecroft chill in the form of a blanket of 


snow that was too beautiful to bemoan. 


Buried two inches deep all night the lettuce, 


turnips, onions, beets, cauliflower and Winter Windsor beans all seemed to enjoy it 
as much as we did and came through uninjured to prove that the out-door-pantry 
in Southern California can stand even the freak conditions that come once in thirty 
years or so. From those corn stalks in the foreground we had fresh corn on the cob 
the day after Christmas. Within the cheesecloth frames were tender avocados— 


likewise uninjured.

There are the well-to- 
do wholesale jobbers; over there are the 
large retailers who can buy in auction lots; 
and all around the rear are the Greek and 
Italian peddlers, You may some time pity 
the poor farmer who gets kicked and buffed

——but consider any one of the above buying 
factions. In oranges, an auction lot is only 
twenty boxes; anyone can bid who will take 
an auction lot. Three “push-cart peddlers” 
can have one of their number bid for them. 
Let us assume that you are a high-class 
fruiterer and are paying rent on two or three 
retail stores throughout the city. The auc- 
tioneer hammers the gavel and asks: “What 
am 1 bid for the choice of the page, gentle 
men?” Now the page has a line of seventy 
bones of fine-sized fruit that you need and 
have determined you are going to get. The 
page also has several lines of twenty-box 
lots and the like which you are not inter- 
ested in. If the auctioneer would call for 
bids on “line for line” you could wait and 
get your line with less competition. But the 
“choice of the page” is offered and the bid- 
ding starts. The fellow who is after an- 
other line thinks you are after his line and 
you think in similar vein and the auctioneer 
rattles along. Just as you have reached 
your limit the peddler bids another five-cent 
raise and you raise again. You have rents 
overhead charges that you must figure 
in your margins, which the peddler has not, 
but you are buying in competition with him. 
After you have finished your purchases and 
gone back to your store you can hear the

Scalping Hay Growers. 


Out in one of the large valleys near Los 
Angeles last spring a neat little conspiracy 
was hatched and consummated upon the hay 
farmers. A very large firm of hay dealers 
Went around to all the orange and lemon 
growers and made oral contracts to this 
effect: Now you stay out of the market and 
we will buy up the hay around here and will 
let you have what you need at one dollar a 
ton advance—your time is worth this much, 
and leaving us alone in the field as the buy- 
ers will save us all to the extent of several 
dollars a ton. Most of the orange and lemon 
growers accepted the convenience of get- 
ting the work done for them at one dollar 
a ton and stayed out of the market. 


Hay had been very low, but shipments for 
war purposes had changed the situation. The 
hay dealers were alone in the field and 
bought up the entire crop of the valley at 
their own price. When the orange and lemon 
growers called for this portion the hay 
dealers reported that they had not been able 
to get enough for their own orders, and the 
citrus growers had to go to other dealers in 
Los Angeles at an extra cost of $7 to $10 
per ton. An open auction of hay by the 
growers in large hay-producing valleys 
wouldn't be a bad stunt either. The sys- 
tem of quiet operations of large speculative 
jobbing interests has never done anything 
to uplift rural industries.

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CALIFORNIA GARDENS. 
ET us all help to make California one 
great garden, so much so that it will 
be noted, as England is, and as some 

parts of other countries are. But we shall 
not accomplish it by copying the work of 
other countries, either in materia! or effect. 
Though England is the one garden spot of 
the. world, we can learn but little from 
that country that would avail us in build- 
ing California gardens. Au eminent eastern 
authority once wrote that he thought we 
should copy after the Levant, or countries 
about the Mediterranean, on account of the 
similarity of climate. But gardens of the 
Levant have too much of formalism and 
we need more of the natural. The day is 
past when those in possession of a stream 
of water will choose large fountains and 
artificial pools. In their stead we shall have 
a tiny natural brooklet passing through and 
feeding ponds of natural outline, both 
stream and water body edged about with 
iris and other waterside plants and over- 
shadowed with weeping trees. 

Though our gardening may have limita- 
tions, this does not mean that we shall 
have less of variety than other lands. 
Neither may all, or many of us, have 4 
stream of water passing through our 
grounds. Yet all may have a water garden, 
a rock garden, a wild garden, a rose garden, 
and a little of formality. We may also 
have sundials, gazing globes, arbors, per- 
golas, garden seats and many other fea- 
tures and accessories that make for charm- 
ige variety. Most of our gardens are too 
prosy and tame. The cost of variety is 
not great. Have noble ideals and carry 
them out, even if on a humble scale. Let 
us not forget that people garden elsewhere 
or be blinded by the thought that we should 
not copy. We may get much inspiration 
and many valuable ideas from a deep 
study of foreign gardens. But we shal! err 
most if we strive to grow materials un- 
suited to our climate. The astmospheric 
humidity of Oregon and Florida sustains 
plant life impossible to grow here, while 
greater and more sustained heat causes 
some few plants to thrive that cannot en- 
dure our cool summer nights, though these 
latter are few indeed. Let us study our 
own peculiar needs and limitations. the 
plants that universally remain vigorous in 
our favored Southland, and thus lay the 
foundation of a purely California style of 
gardening.

The iris Family.

1 have had full opportunity for the dis 
cussion of Canadian plans (which are the 
most progressive of plans,) with a man who 
is thoroughly familiar with them, for I 
crossed the ocean with William Dodell, Es 
quire, & member of the Dominion’s Military 
Hospitals Confmission, who is now in Eng- 
land, in consultation with the central au- 
thorities here. The article which follows 
is not confined entirely, however, to infor 
mation furnished to me by Mr. Dobell, but 
includes many facts obtained from others, 
here in London, and from official docu 
ments. 

Already all possible efforts are under 
Way to insure lucrative and in every way 
efficient employment to the members of the 
various forces which have come to the war 
from the British overseas colonies. 

Already it has been agreed by Britons 
generally that the care of the disabled is a 
national obligation and that it cannot be 
met better than by pensions. Plans are 
being devised which will enable individuals, 
and associations of one kind or another, es 
pecially including those among employers, 
to cooperate with the government in such 
efforts. 

It is recognized that there will be four 
Classes of returning men. First, there will 
be the able-bodied fortunate enough to 
have had their positions kept open for them 
by their patriotic employers. 

These men will present no problem. 

Second will be the able-bodied who were 
out of work at the time of their enlistment, 
or who will and that their employers dur- 
ing their absence have superseded them. 

Im this second class may be included in- 
valided and wounded men who presently 
will become able-bodied but will then find 
themselves out of work. 

The third and tragically large class will 
consist of invalided and wounded men, who, 
because of war-won disabilities, will be un- 
able to follow their old occupations, but 
who still will be able to efficiently take up 
other work after proper training. 

The fourth class, most tragic of all, will 
consist of permanently disabled men, who, 
under any conceivable circumstances, will 
be unable to earn livings for themselves or 
for their dependents if they have them. 

It is probable that commissions will be 
appointed in Great Britain and Ireland, as 
well as in all the various British Domin- 
ons, to take charge of Classes Two and 
Three, getting employment for them, when 
possible at tasks which they are able to 
perform, and, in other instances, arranging 
for their vocational education for tasks ap- 
propriate to their abilities. 

These commissions will establish local 
branches in every employing centre, where 
the work will be done by means of lists of 
men, lists of possible employers, the co- 
operation of newspapers and personal so 
licitation. 

In Canada the Dominion Manufacturers’ 
Association is urged to provide work for 
Classes Two and Three on a percentage 
basis—that is, it is proposed that each em- 
ployer shall increase the number of his 
employes by 5, 10, 15 or 20%, as he may 
find financially possible. 

lt is argued that by thus increasing his 
output many a Canadian manufacturer may 
be stimulated to selling efforts which 
notably will Increase his individual bust 
ness and the aggregate commerce of the 
Dominion. 

With regard to the needs of Class Three 
the Provincial Commission, here in Lon- 
fon, is doing much, and ia freely and eff- 
tlently co-operating with the various Do- 
minion Commissions, notably for the ben- 
eft of their men but for the benefit of men 
in England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales, 
who after the war may wish to go to the 
Dominion.

warfare will be apprenticed to new trades, 
fitted to their curtailed abilities, as lads are 
apprenticed in normal times. 

In other cases entire workshops will be 
placed, in idle hours, at the disposition of 
the learners, so that these men may famil- 
jarize themselves with the materials and 
tools which will be useful to them as means 
of livelihood when they have become ex- 
pert in their management. In such in- 
stances foremen and others, volunteering 
their services, will act as instructors. 

Already it is evident that there will be 
no lack of workshops offered for such 
training, or of men to direct it. 

These are the principal ideas now being 
worked out in connection with the return of 
the men to the shops and factories. 

It may be that even more important will 
be the various schemes for sending return- 
ing soldiers to the land as agriculturists. 

Elaborate hopes are being generally ex- 
pressed that there will be many of these 
and that through the resultant necessity for 
the organization of agriculture along the 
lines of modern efficiency great ultimate 
good may accrue to the Empire. 

It is even possible, in the opinions of 
some British experts, that these plans may 
lead to a new formidability of British agri- 
culturists in competition for the world’s 
trade in foodstuffs. Therefore these plans 
seem to be of particular interest to the 
people of the United States. 

Among the most important of the sugges- 
tions along this line seems to be that 
which has been made in many quarters thai 
returned soldiers sent to the land shall be 
organized in communities, each of these 
communities being provided, by the govern- 
ment, with expert guidance in agricultural 
matters, such as choice of profitable crops 
for planting. methods of cultivation and de- 
tau of fertilization. 

In Canada it is hoped that assistance to 
the movement for the distribution of re- 
turned soldiers to the farming lands will 


presently be volunteered by the Canadian 
Pacific and other railways. 

Whether or not this assistance from the 
railways is forthcoming, the Provincial 
Government is to be asked to arrange for a 
credit system which will enable men with- 
out capital of their own to secure govern- 
ment assistance in going to the land with 
their families, taking up free acreage and 
the development of the holdings after they 
have arrived upon them. 

There are some sufficiently optimistic to 
believe that through the impulse toward 
the development of agriculture which may 
result from this suggested course, an access 
of prosperity may be given to the colonies 
of sufficient moment to make up, in a large 
degree, for the war's cost to them, but, of 
course, such extreme optimism seems ex- 
travagant to most thinkers. 

Europe will have to pay a future price for 
her war much greater even than the tre- 
mendous price which she is paying during 
the years of its continuance, but all agree 
that these mitigations will be of real im- 
portance and there are those who consider 
the plan for cooperation of farmers in 
groups, under instruction of experts, likely 
to be the most profitable of the great strug- 
gie’s few profitable by-products. 

This, combined with expert instruction, 
even of the maimed, in industries other 
than agriculture, undoubtedly will do much 
toward mitigation of after-the-war national 
handicaps. 

Experts freely predict that vocational 
training of maimed men in new trades, for 
which their fitness is established by some- 
thing akin to scientific methods, very easily 
may make of many a crippled ex-soldier a 
more important preducire unit than he was 
before the war and his disability began, 
when he worked with uninstructed imef- 
ficiency at whatever labor chanced to be 
easiest for him to obtain.

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It is highly probable that before the war 
ends every existing technical school in 
Great Britain and the British colonies will 
have its very highly scientized department 
devoted to this work, and this means that 
an enormous amount of good will be accom- 
plished, for every division of the British 
Empire has one or more State universities 
and many technical schools at present, 
with others in immediate prospect. 

A leader in this work, Canadian High 
Commissioner in London, is Sir George 
Perley, an American by origin and a grad- 
wate of Harvard. 

An interesting development of the work 
in connection with the development of ag- 
riculture, concerns market-gardening. 

Here some far-sighted student has de- 
vised plans which he hopes not only will 
give employment of a highly profitable 
nature to many returned soldiers, but which 
he hopes will tend in some degree toward 
thé solution of the high cost of living prob- 
lem, which, it seems, has bothered sections 
of the world other than those within the 
boundaries of the United States. 

This is a plan, like the others, for ex- 
pert instruction, but especially concerns the 
intensive growth of so-called “garden 
products.” 

It is suggested that the fees for this in- 
struction shall be paid from the disable- 
ment fund, and it is furthermore believed 
that the instructors for the work may be 
drawn, largely from the sorrowful ranks of 
the Belgian refugees, who number among 
them the most successful intensive farmers 
the world ever has known. 

The bankers of all British territory are 
to be asked to employ as messengers 
soldiers who have lost limbs; the railroad 
companies, theaters and hotels throughout 


‘all British dominions are being requested to 


make places for partially disabled men; 
the Manufacturers’ Association of Canada 
and elsewhere have been asked to devise 
plans for the production, as new industries, 
of articles hitherto imported from enemy 
countries, the making of which will give 
work to veterans, able and disabled. 

This will have, also, the especial object 
of rendering what has been denominated 
“poetic justice,” by organizing war's vie- 
tims in such industries as seriously win 
affect the future trade of those whom Eng- 
land holds responsible for the war.

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It is quite true that a breeder catering to 
the business of selling breeding stock and 
eges for hatching should also be a regular 
exhibitor at one or more of the leading poul- 
try shows, because these functions extend 
the interest in pure blooded fowls, and so 
augment the demand for his goods. But be- 
yond this, a well-managed exhibition should 
extend its educational influences. In Call 
fornia this is in a measure accomplished in 
the displays of poultry machinery and appll- 
ances—incubators and brooders, bone and 
vegetable cutters, hoppers, feeding imple- 
ments, etc. Usually there is also a display 
of feeds, and feeding stuffs, remedies and 
tonics, all of which have their place in an 
enlightened poultry practice, and were a 
pronounced feature of the fixture here under 
consideration. But some educational factors 
were missing, viz., a full and complete ex- 
hibition of white and brown-shelled eggs, 
showing qualities and grades as they are un- 
derstood in the trade; a display of cartons 
of different styles and makes, together with 
the larger packages in which the bulk of hen 
fruit now finds its widest distribution. Car- 
riers for day-old chicks is another item of 
more than passing interest to the beginner 
as well as the experienced. Dressed poultry 
is a more dificult problem, but if refrigera- 
tion in glass cases could be provided, it 
would do much to educate the public to an 
appreciation of what the meat breeds really 
stand for. We have been so intent on the 
egg crop, that many consumers do not know 
what a ten-pound dark Cornish, Sussex, 
Dorking or Brahma carcass really stands 
for. This fact ence generally known, as it 
is in England, the meat breeds will com- 
mand wider attention in California than they 
do at present. 


An Omission that Counts. 


The one here referred to is not new, but 
as old as the modern poultry show. We 
mean the neglect to put birds in proper con- 
dition for the showroom. It is a constantly 
recurring fault, especially with those some- 
what new to the game. In every show there 
are good specimens that fail. to get placed 
because out of condition in one or more sec- 
tions. Thewemedy is so simple that to ne- 
glect it is almost a crime. In the light of 
the 1916 shows that are now drawing to a 
close let us again admonish exhibitors to 
enter only birds free from disqualifications 
and when that is attained select those that 
are the most free from faults subject to dis- 
counts or “cuts.” This once fully appreci- 
ated and there will be less inferior birds 
shown. To place in good physical and a 
docile condition will do much to give fine 
specimens a chance to come under the wire.

An International Show at San 


Now that San Diego is to continue its ex- 
position for another year, it seems oppor- 
tune to agitate for an international poultry 
show for 1916. The appeal for such an event 
will be quite as strong as it was for the 
San Francisco event, and we believe many 
of the same exhibitors will support it. Cer- 
tain it is that eastern breeders who have be- 
come cognizant of the fact that the Pacific 
Coast really produces some good birds, will 
be quite anxious to try anothér “go” for hon- 
ors on this Coast, while fanciers and breed- 
ers west of the Rocky Mountains can be de- 
pended upon to make good entries. Nat- 
urally, the success of such an enterprise will 
depend on the proper initiative. some work 
and some cash. The management of the San 
Diego Exposition should appoint a chief of 
live stock whose duties it will be to work 


up public support and to secure entries from 


far and near. The inauguration of a pub- 
licity campaign should not be deferred too 
long In the future. The thought is worthy 
of serious consideration. not only on the part 
of the exposition authorities, but also on the 
part of poultry associations, specialty clubs 
and breeders and fanciers. Here is an op- 
portunity for the fraternity in both San 
Diego and Los Angeles to center on a big in- 
ternational show in San Diego some time 
next season, say in December or January. 
We believe that a little concentrated effort 
will render the project feasible and easy of 
accomplishment. 
Camels and Dromedaries. 

No matter to what extent the railway may 
be constructed in certain parts of the world, 
the camel will probably never cease to be 
the principal means of transportation in 
the desert, over the greater portion of Egypt 
and the Sudan. 

The desert would, of course, be absolute- 
ly impossible without this animal. He was 
created for it, and thrives in it better than 
anywhere else. His broad, soft foot enables 
him to traverse deep sands where the horse 
would sink to its knees and quickly perish. 

The camel lives on almost nothing, the 
scanty herbage of the desert and the twigs 
of the thorny mimosa being his favorite 
food; but, as every one knows, his most 
valuable quality in this relation is his ability 
to travel many days during the flercest days 
of summer without drinking. 

The African camel is a native of Arabia 
and has only one hump. The best breeds 
are reared by the Ahabdehs and Bishareens 
between the Nile and Arabia. They are dis- 
tinguished by small head, slender neck 
and limbs and short hair. 

The camel and the dromedary differ only 
in breed, just as the draught horse differs 
from the racer. The burden camel, called 
gamal by the Arabs, never changes his reg 
ular walk of two and a half miles an hour 
under a load which never exceeds 300 
pounds for a long jourvey, for his strength 
must be estimated by what he can carry 
when exhausted by hardship and privation. 

The dromedary, or riding camel, called 
hageen, is much swifter. With ne other 
joad than his rider, a bag of bread, dates 
and a skin of water, he can accomplish 109 
miles a day in an emergency.

By such theorists it t argued that men 
from the country will seek the city; but 
they believe an alleviation of this admit- 
tediy dangerous tendency may occur in «a 
trend toward rural districts of men orig 
inally from the towns and cities. 

They do not expect the second to be suf- 
ficiently marked to offset the first, however, 
and regard the creation of a very serious 
problem of congestion in the cities as 
among the likelihoods. 

However, they base rather definite hope 
upon the theory that city men, accustomed 
during long military service to the outdoor 
life of the trenches, will find themselves 
uncomfortable in their old town surround- 
ings, and that this discomfort will drive 
them to the agricultural instructors and the 
farms. 

An interesting calculation has been made, 
which includes the statement that if half 
the men returning from the front are will- 
ing to become farmers or market-gardeners, 
the addition to the productiveness of their 
labors in the first three years of their new- 
ly adjusted lives will compensate Great 
Britain for the total money cost of the war. 

I have not found acknowledged experts 
willing to subscribe to this view. 

Still less have I been able to find men 
willing to indorse the theory that a gen- 
eral movement to the Mund, with the inev- 
itably consequent diminution of alcoholic 
consumption, would so increase the Briton's 
physical stamina and breeding proclivities 
as to compensate within a reasonable time 
for the tremendous loss of life attributable 
to the war. Yet this statement is seriously 
made. 

Great Britain already has had one un- 
pleasant experience with the “land grant to 
soldiers” plan. 

It was tried after the South African War 
and is said to have resulted principally in 
the stimulation of speculation in land, but it 
seems to be a general conviction in England 
that all veterans of this war, whether or not 
the conflict leaves them able-bodied, should 


de permitted to take up land if they express 


desire so to do and make some sort of an 
agreement to work it and not speculate in it. 
The Dominion of Canada, at the time when 


the demand for lands resulting from this 


war seems likely to be great, finds herself 
without any free land in her Maritime Prov- 
inces, but with plenty of cheap land and 
some @bandoned land tLere, available at 
from $10 to $25 per acre. 

It is argued that this might be bought by 


the government and resold to soldiers on 


especially easy terms. The western provinces 
have much really free land. 

Particularly interesting efforts are being 
made in all British territory to look after all 
social interests of those men who have 
fought for the Empire side by side. Soldiers’ 
Clubs are forming even in small commun! 
tiles, where ex-comrades in arms may gather, 
and it is probable that returning soldiers 
will be permitted to retain, and, upon espe- 
cial occasions to wear, their uniforms. 

Some arrangements with certain of the 
great life insurance companies very likely 
will be made, which mit men entitled 
to pensions to commute them in certain in- 
stances for approved purposes, such as the 
purchase of lands or the e .trance into com- 
mercial businesses, in this way supplying 
themselves with capital with which to get 
new starts in life. Indeed one plan of this 
sort already has been t by the Brit- 
ish government with some success. 

Scarcely less important fhan the provision 
of homes for incurables, and at least com- 
parable with it so far as initial expense goes, 
will be the problem of providing artificial 
eyes and limbs for less seriously but still 
very terribly affected individuals. No esti- 
mate can be made as yet, of course, of the 
aggregate of such a demand, but it is cer- 
tain to be terribly large. 

Now comes a suggestion which originated 
in my own mind, but which has met with an 
instantaneous, although difident indorse- 
ment, by every Canadian and Englishman to 
whom I have had an sanity of present- 
{ng it. 

From time to time there have seemed to 
be probabilities of an increase of friendly 
relationships, particularly of commercial re- 
lationships, between the United States and 
the Dominion. The episode of the rejected 
Reciprocity Treaty is still fresh in the minds 
of most of us. 

But all efforts of the sort have failed, and, 
halle the people of Canada and the people of 
the United States dwell together in complete 
amity, being separated only by an imaginary 


line of length—the longest 
straightaway 


weortéthere etill a very Gefimnite of 
peychotlogical community of feeling between 
them. 


We, of the States, are the most sympea- 
thetic and charitable of peoples. Wherever 
in the world distress exists we hasten to do 
what we can towards its alleviation, as has 
been instanced in hundreds of cases of epi- 
demics and disasters. In the course of this 
war, greatest of the world’s disasters, we 
constantly have outpoured our wealth and 
sympathy, particularly to the Belgians. 


Canada is our close neighbor. She will 
meet her problems manfully and competent- 
ly, but it is impossible that, when they are 
so very great, she should not welcome help 
in meeting them. 

It is not conceivable that the American 
government could venture to offer such as- 
sistance, or could legally do so, but it is 
easily conceivable that Amcrican individuals, 
philanthropically inclined and able to in- 
dulge their worthy inclinations, might step 
forward at this time of Canada’s sacrifices, 
and do what they can to lighten the resultant 
tragic burdens. 

There is not only the tie of common racial 
origin between most Canadians and most 
Americans, but there is the tie of a common 
language between most of them, and between 
all exists the tie of community of life on the 
same continent and the self-interest in favor 
of close relationship due to the fact that this 
residence on the same continent must sim- 
plify, financially and otherwise, the matter 
of North American international commerce. 

I by no means feel that most of my coun- 
trymen will regard thi. terial suggestion 
as the strongest, or even in any sense a very 
strong argument in favor of American aid 
for Canada, and I am certain that such aid, 


has 
cost her so much, and with the making of 
which she had nothing whatever to do. 


It would seem that hidden in this situa- 


tion, somewhere, lies an opportunity of 
which we should not only be proud and 
to avall ourselves, but which would 
worth while returns of friendship in the 
hearts of our close neighbors.

OULTRY shows have their place in the 
exploitation of the industry, and when 
it comes to web and feather, California 
this year has certainly occupied a place in 
the sun. The fixture that wielded the widest 
influence was of course the Panama-Pacific 


exhibition in November, chiefly from the 
fact that in certain classes, breeds and varie- 
ties Southern California breeders won the 
major portion of the blue ribbons. Next to 
that important function must be noted the 
annual midwinter show of the Southern 
California Breeders’ Association, which 
opened on January 5 in Los Angeles and 
closed on the lith. Locally it is rated as the 


(,.argest on (hie Coast, hence usually attracts 


strong entries from all points in the South- 
west. This year the number of birds shown 
was somewhat less than that of a year ago, 
due to the greater event of two months ago; 
but in variety of breeds represented and in 
the number of individual exhibitors it was 
even greater than any previous event of a 
like nature. All of which shows a growing 
interest and larger investments in poultry 
plants. 


Beauty the Hand Maid of Utility. 


It can be truthfully said that the poultry 
industry is advancing alike from the view- 
point of the fancier as well as the commer 
cial breeder. Type (whic, designates the 
breed) and color (which defines the variety) 
certainly show improvement in most classes, 
while in economic values (eggs and meat) 
there has been a greater advance during the 
past ten years than the previous twenty-five. 
This is as it should be, for certainly it ought 
to be the aim of breeders to create strains 
that shall breed reasonably true to type and 
color of plumage as well as for quality and 
quantity in hen fruit and carcass. It is in- 
deed a distinction and a service to produce 
the birds that possess productive values as 
well as show-room qualifications. These con- 
ditions at once increase the interest in poul- 
try shows and stimulate the creation of 
flocks of recognized efficiency. The move- 
ment to standardize all farm products is in 


vo direction more pronounced than in the 


poultry industry, alike in its products as well 
as in its breeding stock. 


The Ar..erican Class. 


As usual, the America. class was numer- 
ically the strongest and highest in quality. 
Of Barred Rocks there were 170 specimens 
cooped, A reasonable famiiiarity covering 
twenty years with this variety leaves the 
impression with the writer that on the whole 
there has not been much advance with 
Barred Rocks. Taste has varied some, the 
barring veering from broad to narrow, and 
from light to dark, which has given exhibit- 
ing a corresponding interest among fanciers 
in proportion as taste preferred one as 
against another. But in spite of fashion's 
dictates the Barred Rock has maintained its 
place in the industry, and has probably more 
followers today than at any other period of 
its history. Some advance has been made 
in the laying qualities of the hens of certain 
strains, while as a table fowl! it continues a 
favorite. The winning specimens compared 
favorably with the birds that carry the blue 
ribbons in San Francisco. In White 
the Southern California birds hold their o 
against the field. For type, clear white plu- 
mage, good head and leg points the winning 
birds are indeed hard to beat. Their quality 

is shown in the fact that the Los Angeles 
Times Illustrated Weekly cup for the best 
male and female in the American class ex- 
hibited by one exhibitor was awarded on this 
variety. These same birds were on exhibi- 
tion in San Francisco, and in the opinion of 
many breeders should have won over eastern 
birds that were awarded high honors. The 
exhibits in this variety totaled eighty-one. 
Buffs and Partridge Rocks were a smaller 
class, the total for each being thirty-four 
specimens. In the winning specimens there 
was evidence of improvement in color mark- 
ings, while in type it seemed to the writer 
that the Partridge winning specimens were 
just about ideal, Both varieties possess lines 
of beauty and color that make a strong ap- 
peal to lovers of parti-colored and solid col- 
ored birds other than pure black or pure

The Wyandottes certainly maintain their 
popularity alike as a fancier’s fowl and as 


a commercial breed. The show just closed 
had on display seven ‘varieties, of which the 
Whites were decidedly in the lead. The Sil- 
vers, some twenty years ago in the lead, 
have been superseded in public favor by the 
Whites, Buffs and Partridge, while the Gold- 
en, Columbian and Silver Penciled were al- 
most a minus quantity. This is In no way a 
reflection on their economic values, but it 
does indicate that color marking is not with- 
out its significance. The Whites have prob- 
ably been more highly specialized of late 
years, alike in exhibition points and in egg 
production, than any of the remaining varie- 
ties. Combining quick maturity and good 
average laying qualities, the Wyandottes 
when bred at its best is inceed a bird to con- 
jure with. The winning Whites were, for 
the most part, the property of a single breed- 
er, and stand a credit to his skill in handling 
them in the breeding pen. Buffs in our esti- 
mation just about held their own with prev 
ous exhibits, which is also true of the 
Partridge. Interest in the Columbian and 
Silver Penciled, judging from the small en- 
tries, is not so strong as it was several 
years ago. 

In the American class the Rhode Island 
Reds were the largest clacs, the single and 
Rose Combs totaling 138. In some respects 
this variety may be said to be still ig the 
making. Color of plumage still shows varia- 
tions in shades and mar ings. At the Pan- 
ama-Pacific show this was a noticeable fea- 
ture. Exhibits covering a wide geographical 
area showed corresponding shades of color, 
indicating that breeders in different sections 
were breeding more or less to specific 
shades of buff. Mealiness in undercolor is 
less pronounced than .. 


ety is certainly assuming outlines demanded 
by the Standard of Perfection. Though of 
late introduction, this breed has certainly 
made gains all over the country, including 
Australia and England, that speaks well for 


its sterling qualities as a general purpose 
fowl. 


The Asiatic Class. 


Asiatics were a comparatively small class, 
the Buff Cochin being represented by one 
lonely pullet. Only four Black Langshans 
were in evidence, much the smallest entry 
for years at this show. The Light Brahmas, 
however, were stronger than last year, and 
the quality good. We hope to see this ster- 
ling breed again to the fore. It is among the 
largest of the heavy breeds, the hens are 
good layers, and as a meat proposition, a 
fully matured Light Brahma certainly makes 
an ideal roasting fowl. 


The Mediterranean Class. 


It is a matter of regret that the fine strings 
at the Panama-Pacific show in White and 
Brown Leghorns, Black Minorcas and Black 
Spanish were not in evidence. The results 
that are being achieved by our best breed- 
ers with these birds clearly indicate that the 
time is upon us when we will be shipping 
breeding and exhibition specimens to a high- 
class demand in all the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains. By hatching early, our 
breeders can get their birds to maturity 
much quicker, and in better condition, than 


it is possible in the region of ice and snow; te

In Blacks there was a 
fair entry, which is also true of the Blues.

. a Calffornia variety, still in the making, be- 


ing the creation of A. G. Goodacre of Comp- 
ton. The Sussex breed in all four varieties 
was strongly in evidence, indicating that it 
has “caught on.“ and is being more widely 
bred in this country as its fine table quali- 
ties are becoming known and recognized. 
Dark Cornish were also a strong class of 
good quality. Of this breed, we are in doubt 
if there are any better birds to be found 
than those bred in Southern California. 


French and Dutch Class. 


Small entry, the latter in Silver Spangled 
Hamburgs, showed some fine birds, the total 
number being fifteen; of the former there 
was only one entry, consisting of a Houdan 
cock. 


The Midgets of the Fancy. 


Bantams have gained a strong following, 
hence every year there is a goodly number 
on exhibit. As pets they possess an attrac- 
tion that is almost irresistible. The Ban- 
tam laying quite as many eggs as the 
standard hen and occupying less living 
room, and consuming less food, many 
people find the midgets to their liking as 
well as circumstances and conditions. The

“The purpose of a nation-wide baby week,” 


says Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of the chil- 


dren's bureau, “is primarily educational. As 
this bureau states in a.circular of infortha- 
tion it has prepared for cities and commun! 
ties desirous of holding a baby week, its aim 
is to give parents a chance to learn how to 
fare for their babies by the most scientific 
and efficient methods. Also, it alms to bring 
home to every individual in a community the 
importance of babies, and the need of per- 
manent work for their welfare. 

“You know the world has not always been 
@ safe place for the baby to live in. Even 
now, existence for him its full of pitfalls and 
dangers unless his little life is regulated ac- 
cording to the best scientific and medical 
knowledge of the day. 


Will Disseminate Knowledge. 


“Doctors and scientists, having discovered 
the essential things that go to make this 
world a good and safe one for the baby, it 
is to help disseminate this knowledge that 
& baby week will be observed throughout 
the nation. 

“We do not know how long human life 
would be if lived under ideal conditions. Dr. 
Metchnikoff of the Pasteur Institute thinks 
we ought to be able to reach some such ripe 
old age as 130 years. However this may be, 
it is at least true that enough knowledge 
ft available today to enable every normal 
baby born to grow up and do an honest piece 
of work in the world. 

“The children’s bureau and the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs would bring 
this knowledge to the door of every Amert- 
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sicians give talks on the subject of the 
baby; read compositions; Little 
Mothers’ Leagues give demonstrations.

Proposed Programme. 


“Communities wishing to give a week to 
the campaign, but preferring to carry it on 
very simply, and without considerable ex- 
pense, or the labor of many people, may find 
the following programme useful: 

“1. A campaign of newspaper publicity 
in which eac) issue of each newspaper con- 
tains stories about Baby week and articles 
on the care of the baby, especially in sum- 
mer; on the milk supply, and on the condl- 
tions affecting babies In the community. 

“2. The collection of baby welfare infor- 
mation, I. e., information in regard to the 
number of babies who were born and who 
died during the last year; the infant mor- 
tality rate, the chief cause of the deaths of 
babies, and information regarding the con- 
ditions affecting babies. 

“3. Baby Sabbath. This is to be cele 
brated in the churches the first day of Na- 
tion k, and in the synagogues on 
the preceding Saturday; all the clergy are 
to be asked to preach sermons on the sub- 
ject of the baby. Addresses may also be 
given in the Sunday-schools. 

“4. A mass meeting. To be presided over 
by some influential person who its known to 
be a good conductor of meetings. On the 
programme should be represented city and 
county officials, women and men from rep- 
resent-*'~- -- ~anizations, physicians, clergy- 
men and social workers. 

. Celebrations in the schools, with a 
meeting at which principals, nurses, or phy- 
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probable cost of carrying out various pro- 
grammes for the week, such items of ex- 
pense as postage, printing, hall rent, office 
rent, stenographic help and lighting and 
heating being reckoned. In other words, 
Uncle Sam has spared himself no pains in 
order that there may be a baby week pro- 
gramme to suit the needs of every com- 
munity. 

Miss Lathrop and the committee of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs are 
enlisting the help of al) agencies through- 
out the country that are naturally interested 
in child welfare. Already the co-operation 
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organizations 
tive of the varied interests of a town or com- 


There will be solicited also the services of 
and individuals representa-. 


munity. These would include in a city of 
average size the Mayor and other officials, 
the city health department, especially its 
division of child hygiene, if this exists; all 
women clubs, the churches, the principals 
and teachers of the schools, the local infant 
welfare society, all charitable organizations 
and settlements, the Camp Fire girls, the 
Boy Scouts, the playground authorities, the 
newspapers, the Chamber of Commerce, and 
other business men’s organizations. 

In those districts in which the population 
is mostly rural efforts will be made to obtain 
the co-operation of such organizations at the 
county seat as well as the interest of all

county officiais, the couaty agricultural 
agent, the woman county agent, the rural 
churches, the teachers in the rural schools, 
che granges or other farmers’ organizations. 

“One of the greatest benefits that could 
be derived from baby week,” points out Miss 
Lathrop, “is the fact that it will bring to 
gether many organizations in a community 
for a common aim.“ 


To Urge Registration. 


The children’s bureau will urge every city 
and community that observes baby week to 
devote one of the seven days of the cam- 
paign to the subject of birth registration, in 
order to stimulate public interest in the se- 
curing of more adequate birth registration 
laws throughout the country. At present, 
according to the United States bureau o 
census, the only States in which law de 
mands that the births of bah ſes be recorded 
in the public archives are the New England 
States, Pennsylvania and Michigan. 


In addition to these States, there are two 


eities which the census bureau includes in 
its provisional birth registration area. These 
are New York and Washington, D. C. 
Though birth registration in these States 
and cities is not absolutely complete, they 
comprise the only area in the United States 
in which anything like adequate birth regis- 
tration exists. 

“The birth record,” says Dr. S. Josephine 
Baker, director of the bureau of child hy- 
giene of the New York city department of 
health, “is the starting point of about 75 
per cent. of our effective baby-saving work.”

“A farmer in Indiana teft his valuable 
farm in trust to this unthrifty son, to go to 
his granddaughter on her twenty-first birth- 
day. When she believed she was 21 and 
claimed her inheritance, her father disputed 
her age and declared she was only 19. The 
family Bible was consulted, but the leaf of 
the record was gone. The court was in a 
quandary. At last a neighbor remembered 
that a valuable cow belonging to the grand- 
father had given birth to a calf on the day 
that the girl was born, and be could swear 
to the coincidence. 

“Perhaps the grandfather had recorded 


beoke shewed thet be bad . and the 
Gate of the birth of the «irl wae thus eatab- 
lished. This story has a cheerful ending; in 
too many instances hardship and lose have 
been suffered because of a similar lack of 
indisputable birth records.” 

Another of many examples recorded by 
the children’s bureau shows that a child 
born in this country of Swiss parents was 
consigned to a life of poverty and drudgery 
because for want of a birth certificate she 
could not establish with the government of 
Switzerland her right to legacy of $12,000 
left her by a paternal uncle who died in that 
country. 

4nd so, the social workers who take part 
in National Baby week will be asked to 
mae a special feature of birth 
They will be urged to do all within their 
power to educate public opinion as to the 
vital relation this subject bears not only to 
personal and property rights but to the edu- 
cation and employment of children, and to 
infant mortality.

Mortality Figures Lacking. 


It is roughly estimated that about one in 
ninety of all the miners employed in this 
country die every year from all causes com 
bined. Yet a calculation based on census 
figures puts the mortality among babies at 
124 per 1000. Because we have no adequate 
birth registration laws it cannot be accu- 
rately shown how many babies are born in 
our country year by year nor how many 
babies die. 

Dr. Wilbur, former vita! statistician of the 
census bureau, estimates that 300,000 babies 
die annually In the United States before 
reaching the age of one“ year. The chil- 
dren's bureau, reducing this estimate to 
terms of total population, says: 

“It is as if-Chicago, the second city of the 
United States, were to be wiped out of exist- 
ence every ten years, not a single life being 
saved. It means the annihilation each dec- 
ade of a population as large as that of the 


powerfully enough, yet does not 
touch upon the vast sum total of Bulan 
anguish which it cost the mothers of our 
country to give these children to the world, 
nor their greater anguish at losing them. 


Infant mortality appears never so trage 
as when it is remembered that the highest 
medical skill of the day is authority for the 
statement that most of it is unnecessary. 
The New York State Department of Health 
has adopted for its slogan these words, sig’ 
nificant of the enlightened spirit of the 
times: “Public health is purchasable; with- 
in natural limitations a community can de 
termine ite own death rate.” 

For decades past Uncle Sam has had & 
corps of experts whose duties included the 
studying and remedying of causes of mor 
tality among the horses, cattle and hogs of 
the country. Within more recent years 
bit tardily, perhaps, but with enthusiasm— 
the old man has turned his attention to the 
babies. Surely it is such pet projects as 
National Baby week that will keep in his 
heart the glow of youth.
